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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-15 
and 21-26 are allowed because the closest prior art of record fails to disclose a circuit 
as shown in Figure 5 that comprises: a selection unit (23), a data holding unit (24), an 
addition unit (21), a first comparison unit (25), a second comparison unit (26), a 
judgment unit (27) and a pulse train output unit (28) in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of the base claims and any intervening claims. Claims 16-20 are allowed 
because the closest prior art of record fails to disclose a circuit as shown in Figure 5 
that comprises: a selection unit (23), a data holding unit (24), an addition unit (21 ), a first 
comparison unit (25), a judgment unit (27) and a pulse train output unit (28) in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claims and any intervening 
claims.
